ments got but 24,000, and the Australian 
colonies altogether only 15,000. 
Of the 


10,000 not traced v,'e suppose a certain pro- 
portion went to the diamond fields ; but it 
•Is singular, considering manifold prospects 
effered by our numerous dependencies, luat 
the United States should Gtiil be so excep- 
tionally attractive. Tbe truth is probably 
that.our colonies arc thought wanting in 
one recommendation or another.

The discharge usually results from some 


inflammatory process of the ear, produced 
by scarlet fever, measles, cold, or other

Usually it is a thick, purulent, greenish 
yellow matter, occasionally streaked with 
blood. At limes it is of a viscid aud 
ropy 


nature, and again it nny rtnembiii melted 
cheese in appearance and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coals tbe 
lining 


of the auditory canal, while in others it is 
so copicus as to pour from the car,and (hen 
excoriate 
the surrounding tissue, which 


presents a raw and Inll.uned appearance. 


The discharges is always characterized by 


a fetid odor, but in tome cases it is so 
highly offensive as to render ihe sufferer 
an object of disgust to himself aud to others. 


Discharges from tho oar is d;j.ngercus both 


to hearing and tho system generally.

some cases it, occasions total deafness, whilst 
" the hearing nutters to a more or loss ex- 


tent, and none escape without some notable 
injury ip the bearing power.

effects on hearing, llni disease is apt lo gwe
